The inventions of Groups I and II are independent distinct inventions 
because they are directed to distinct subject matter regarding the critical limitations 
therein. For Group 1, the critical feature is a process of identifying transcribed region of 
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a genome; for Group II, however, the critical feature is computer software product. The 
inventions of groups I and II have different modes of operation, different functions and 
different effects. Consequently, these inventions have acquired a separate status in the 
art as a separate subject for inventive effect and are usually published separately. The 
search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard to 
the literature search. 

Because these inventions are independent/distinct for the reasons given above 
and have acquired a separate status in the art and thus are usually published 
separately in the literature because of their recognized divergent subject matter, there 
would be undue search burden if they were examined together. Therefore, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR § 1.143).
